Biblical simplicity, and a sturdy un- 
spoilt peasantry, have remained vir- 
tually unchanged in appearance for 
centuries. ' Rich ‘and’ varied ‘natural 


scenery, ‘ancient castles and walled’ 
towns rivalling’ those of Italy’ or. 


France, and numerous living evidences 
of a singularly colourful folk-lore,. all 
combine to make Portugal one of the 
most delightful.countries in which to' 
spend a holiday, and --  --:., 
to which* the low 
cost of living and na- 
tural hospitality ‘of 
the people form 
added attractions. 
“Once too in Ar- 
cady dwelt I,” is a : 
line that must have recurred to many 
travellers on leaving this enchanting 
land,—whether they leave. behind 
them the purple moorlands of the 
north, the fertile green fields of Min- 
ho, or the warm golden sands of 
southern Algarve. : 


Yet beautiful as is the scenery in

It, is in some ways rather curlous 
that there should be so little famili- 
arity with the history and actual con~- 
dition of Portugal and her colonies; 
because there is no state in Europe 
with which our relations have been 
on the whole so continuously intimate 
and friendly; nor any colontal Power

. jealous. Any visitor to the English

MARIE ANTOINETTE’S 
DIAMOND NEGKLACE -

JHE Cardinal- de’ Rohan, Grand 

. Almoner of France, lived in mor- 
bid dread of-Queen Marie Antoinette’s 
disfavour. His. troubles had begun 
when that hapless Queen mercilessly 
snubbed him at court and he was 
willing to pay any price for restora- 
tion to her favour. 
one which naturally opened up a fer- 
-tile field for blackmailers and_- that 
class of adventurers, who take advan- 
‘tage of persons in trouble. 

Cagliostro, the celebrated magician, 
in return for a substantial fee, assured 
the Cardinal that he had used his 
mystic powers to regain the Queen's 
good will, Another agent employed 
by de Rohan to obtain her Majesty's 
forgiveness was the Countess de la 
Motte, a cousin of the King.. Coming 
to him with the claim that she could 
effect a reconciliation, the Countess 
had obtained various sums of money 
from him for that purpose. 

The former. King, the dissolute 
Louis XV., had ordered for his mis- 
tress, the Countess Du Barry, a dia- 
mond necklace valued at a third of a 
million dollars, but had died. before it 
had been finished by the jewellers. It 
had changed hands several times “and 


fell into the possession of a Paris firm - ; 


of jewellers, who about the time of the 
Cardinal’s employment of the Coun- 
‘tess de la Motte were attempting to 
‘ell it to the Queen: But Marie An- 
toinette rejected it, stating that it was 
ugly and not to her taste. While the 
jewellers were nursing their disap- 
pointment the Countess de la Motte 
entered thelr establishment and in- 
formed them that Marie Antoinette in 
reality wanted the diamond fen 
very badly and hesitated to take. 
openly because she feared that te 
purchase would further embitter the 
common people, who were already 
railing against her extravagance. 
The Countess, according to her own 
story, hhad~ been appointed as the 
Queen’s secret: agent to negotiate the 
purchase and, leaving the jeweller’s 
shop, she -went straight-way to Car- 
dinal de Rohan, telling him the same 
story and assuring him that his favour 
with the Queen would ‘surely be. res- 
tored if he would covertly arrange to 
order the necklace for her, it being 
agreed that Marie Antoinette should 
remit for it in four quarterly pay- 
ments. The Cardinal jumped at. the 
opportunity and in his presence the 
jewellers delivered the necklace to 
the Countess, who turned it over to a 
man who, the Cardinal was given to 
understand, was a secret messenger 
from the Queen. 
_ he Cardinal was soon ‘afterward 
shown by the Countess a number of 
letters alleged to be from the Queen 
and greatly complimenting him. Short- 
ly afterward the ‘Countess delighted 
him greatly by stating that the Queen 
desired ‘to meet him secretly in a grove 
on.a certain night. The Cardinal pro- 
‘ceeded to the place mentioned and 
there met a heavily cloaked figure, 
who presented him with a rose and 
whiiperess

the Countess had in truth brought for 
him the Queen’s favour with the gen- 
erous funds that he had given ‘to her, 
de Rohan’s troubles now began to 
multiply.

tjnecklace, but noted with alarm that 
she never adorned herself with it. Nor 
did she relax from her cold demeanor 
toward him at court; nor were his for- 
tunes advanced in any way. Worst 
of all, the promised quarterly remit- 
tances -for the ‘diamond necklace were 
not forthcoming from her Majesty. 
Entering the palace chapel one morn- 
ing clothed in his full. regalia .and 
prepared to say High Mass, Rohan was 
apprehended by the King: . It appear- 
ed that the jewellers, tired of waiting 
for their money, had commenced to 
dun .the Queen directly, and that she 
had referred the bill to the King, pro- 
testing her ignorance of ‘the charge. 
The Cardinal mdde a clean breast of 
the. whole matter to the King, and 
Marie Antoinette, hearing the confes~ 
sion, flew into a rage, branding the 
Cardinal as a scoundrel, Poor de Ro- 
han, realising that he had been duped 
by some one, offered to pay for the 
necklace out of his own pocket, but 
the Queen demanded his arrest, and 
the King signed the warrant. 

His trial before Parliament lasted 
for nine months and stirred all France. 
The revelations of court intrigue and 
extravagance which it brought forth 
hastened the Reign of Terror, Those 
who heard the evidence could never 
agree as to whether the Countess de la 
Motte was really the Queen’s secret 
agent or merely an impostor; whether 
the letters complimenting de Rohan 
were really from the Queen or skillful
